M orand is not dead, but se­ 
verely wounded, and a prisoner.

of liberty and independence.

reconquer these inalienable

“ These two armies, trusting in Cod, 
and full of courage, advance, hoping 
that every Gerjnan, without distinction, 
will join them. 


“ T h e Confederation of the Rhine,
